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Agawam native killed in Canton crash 


Fvan Bard remembered as 
beautiful, happy woman

AGAWAM — Evan Bard truly 
shined...and she could fly, too. 

The community of Agawam 
and students across the state at the 
campus of Curry College, where 
she was a student, mourned the 
passing of 20-year old Evan after 
an early morning car crash in Can- 
ton last Saturday, May 11. 

The one car crash happened just 
after midnight on Bolivar Street 
when the car in which Evan was a 
passenger reportedly hit a wall un- 
der a railroad bridge before strik- 
ing a tree. The driver of the vehicle, 
identified as Sean Jackman, 24, of 
Stoughton, suffered head injuries 
and was transported to Boston 
Medical Center, according to Can- 
ton Police. He was charged with 
motor vehicle homicide, operating 


under the influence and speeding, 
Helena Findlen, deputy chief of 
Canton Police confirmed Tuesday. 
Jackman was arraigned at his hos- 
pital bed Monday and was held on 
$500,000 bail. 

Evan was a 2010 graduate of 
Agawam High School and a junior 
nursing student at Curry College 
in Milton. She was also a gifted 
cheerleader. 

Evan was remembered by family 
and friends this week for having a 
beautiful, bright smile. Elijah Bard, 
Evan’s younger brother, shared a 
photo on Instagram following her 
passing, which reflected the radi- 
ant beam of his sister. 

“You always made me happy 
whenever I was with you,” Elijah 
wrote. “You’re such a beautiful 
girl with a smile up to the sky.”

AGAWAM — Two people were 
under arrest last weekend follow- 
ing a manhunt that involved state 
and local law enforcement offi- 
cials.

submitted to the city council for 
review, should result in a tax de- 
crease to the average homeowner. 

However, the proposed budget is 
a 2.45 percent increase over the cur- 
rent $77.3 million budget, he said.

CPC schedules annual 
public hearing 


Consistent with the requirements of the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA), the Agawam Community Preser- 
vation Committee (CPC) will hold its annual public hear- 
ing Wednesday, May 29 at 7 p.m. at the Agawam Public 
Library Community Room. 

The CPC was formed to study the needs, possibilities and 
resources of the town regarding community preservation. 
The committee will provide an overview of the financial 
performance of the CPA fund and is also seeking input on 
goals, activities and spending. The CPC is encouraging res- 
idents, town boards, committees and commissions to attend 
to discuss the needs and possibilities of projects that may 
qualify for Community Preservation Act funds. 

CPA allows communities to create a local Community 
Preservation Fund for open space protection, historic pres- 
ervation, affordable housing and outdoor recreation. Com- 
munity preservation monies are raised locally through a | 
percent surcharge on residents’ annual real estate taxes. 
Most residents pay on average $28 a year into the CPA 
fund. The CPA statute also creates a statewide Community 
Preservation Trust Fund, administered by the Department 
of Revenue (DOR), which provides distributions each year 
to communities that have adopted CPA. This year, the DOR 
is estimating they will disburse an additional 26 percent of 
the amount each community raises through the local sur- 
charge. 

Property taxes traditionally fund the day-to-day operat- 
ing needs of safety, health, schools, roads, maintenance, 
and more. But until CPA was enacted, there was no steady 
funding source for preserving and improving a communi- 
ty’s character and quality of life. The Community Preserva- 
tion Act gives a community the funds needed to control its 
future. 

Currently, the committee has $637,074 to be used for 
open space preservation, $66,718 for preservation of his- 
toric buildings, landscapes and resources; and $412,310 for 
the creation and support of community housing. There is 
also an additional $383,875 remaining which can be used 
for the creation of recreation opportunities in addition to 
any of the three aforementioned categories. The CPC and 
city council recently approved spending for the completion 
of the School Street Park in the amount of $1,800,000 in 
addition to $315,000 for the rehabilitation of the School 
Street Barn. 

The Community Preservation Committee welcomes new 
project proposals that may contribute to community preser- 
vation in Agawam. Any person wishing to may submit such 
proposals to the committee using the form and guidelines 
located on the CPA website (www.AgawamCPA.com) or 
by picking one up at the planning office in city hall. The 
CPC can be reached at 36 Main St. Agawam, MA 01001, 
by phone at (413)726-9742 or by email at cpa@agawam.

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New residential zone seems likely

AGAWAM — The Planning Board decided against pursu- 
ing its own earlier proposal to have the city council amend 
the definition of the town’s A-3 residential zoning district, 
preferring instead at its meeting May 2 to support the cre- 
ation of a new zone for low-density residences. 

After a request early this year by developer Mark E. 
Benoit, the planning board in March had proposed the A- 
3 wording change to facilitate the creation of what Benoit 
calls“Twin Brook Farm.” 

But even then there were some reservations about ap- 
proaching the issue through A-3. According to the minutes 
of the March 21 meeting of the planning board, Deborah Da- 
chos, director of Planning and Community Development, at 
that time said that Council President Christopher C. Johnson 
would rather see a low-density multi-family district created. 
Benoit was present then, and he told the Planning Board that 
if the town preferred, he would be happy with a new designa- 
tion that took the existing A-5 designation and removed the 
age restriction. 

Nonetheless, the planning board at its March 21 meeting 
did recommend the A-3 change. 

At a public hearing of the City Council on Tuesday April 
16, Benoit asked that a new zoning designation be created 
instead: a Residence A-6 designation, that would accommo- 
date the sort of duplex style one-story condominium units 
that he plans for 60-unit project on South Street, also man- 
dating that units be no more dense than two housing units per 
acre. (Residence A-3 projects can be a good deal more dense 
than that, up to eight housing units each acre.) 

The Planning Board has expressed its approval of the idea

of a new low density residential zone, an A-6 designation 
that will parallel A-5. 

In speaking with Agawam Advertiser News May 6, Benoit 
said that he and his development company, Atlantic Capital, 
were happy with the planning board’s decision. 

“Creating a separate and distinct zone for low-density 
residences is a good thing for the town,” he said. 

Otherwise, he said, Atlantic might have been required to 
restrict the Twin Brook Farm project, planned for 164-194 
South Street, to residents over 55. But “we'd like to build 
it as non-age restricted” because it is the non-age restricted 
housing market that has recovered health and is moving for- 
ward at present, he said. 

“Tt will be awhile before the age-restricted market is 
healthy again.” 

In terms of the timing of the project, Benoit indicated that 
he’d like to break ground in the mid- to late- summer, and he 
hopes to have model units available to show as early as the 
fall of 2013, although it may well be that this will prove too 
optimistic and that some of the work will have to be pushed 
off into the next construction season, in 2014, he said.

drinking, driving. 


lhe town of Agawam was in mourning 

this week when one of our own — a beau- 
tiful, bright woman studying nursing so as 
to dedicate her life to helping others — was 
killed in single motor vehicle crash in Can- 
ton, Mass. Saturday, May, 11. 

The driver of the car, who was seriously 
injured himself, is now facing a series of 
charges that include operating under the 
influence of liquor and motor vehicle homi- 
cide. 

In the aftermath of this devastating loss, 
we can’t help but stress how important it is 
to refrain from getting behind the wheel of a 
car when alcohol is consumed. 

With the graduation and wedding season 
upon us, we know that many of our readers 
will be celebrating the achievements of their 
family and friends and alcohol is oftentimes 
among the beverages served. While we can 
understand a toast (or two) to the success of 
another, we also feel it is our responsibil- 
ity to remind our readers of the dangers of 
drinking and then driving. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control, “Vital Signs: Alcohol-Impaired 
Driving Among Adults — United States, 
2010,” the average drunk driver has driven 
drunk 80 times before his or her first arrest. 
Couple that with the statistic from the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion that almost every 90 seconds, a person 
is injured in a drunk driving crash, and it’s a 
wonder even steadfast sober drivers choose 
to get behind the wheel. 

It is with these dangers in mind, we’re 
sure, that the National Transportation Safety 
Board earlier this week recommended low- 
ering the legal limit for a driver’s blood al- 
cohol content from 0.08 to 0.05, since thou- 
sands of people are killed or injured each 
year by drivers who have been drinking but 
who are not legally drunk. 

We feel for the family of 20-year-old 
Evan Bard, who was killed last week when 
the vehicle in which she was a passenger, hit 
a wall before colliding with a tree just after 
midnight on Saturday. She and the driver, 
24-year-old Sean Jackman, of Stoughton, 
were reportedly heading home following 
a wedding celebration on Friday, May. 10.

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Agawam announces Memorial Day events

Town officials, local civic organizations and veterans of 
all ages will take part in a parade as part of the Memorial 
Day observance here in Agawam on Monday, May 27. 

Special events will begin Sunday, May 26 with a 10 a.m. 
Mass at Agawam Congregational Church, according to Aga- 
wam Veterans’ Council Chairman Christopher Sanchez. The 
events will pick up on Monday at 7:20 a.m. with a joint cer- 
emony with West Springfield Veterans’ Council at the Viet 
Nam Bridge. From there, veterans will gather at 7:45 a.m. at 
the World War I monument in front of American Legion Post 
185 on Springfield Street; at 8 a.m. at the Springfield Street 
Cemetery; at 8:20 a.m. at the green at Granger School; at 
8:40 a.m. at South Westfield Street Cemetery, and at 9 a.m. at 
Agawam Center Cemetery (across from St. John’s and next 
to Agawam Fire Department Headquarters). 

Following the ceremonies, the annual parade will assem- 
ble at Roberta G. Doering School (formerly the Agawam 
Middle School)/Agawam Town Hall) to march down Main 
Street to Veterans where a ceremony will follow. The parade 
is scheduled to step off at 10:30 a.m. 

Event attendance is usually dependent on the weather, 
Sanchez said. Typically, if the rain holds off, an estimated 
400 people will take part. 

“As with anything, this is a reminder that the price of free- 
dom is never free,” said Sanchez, a Marine veteran of the 
Persian Gulf War. “On days like today, we remember/honor 
those who paid the ultimate price for securing the freedoms 
that we have today.” 

The Memorial Day holiday began as Decoration Day, orig- 
inating after the Civil War when General John Logan issued 
an order that “The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for 
the purpose of strewing with flowers or otherwise decorating 
the graves of comrades who died in defense of their country

With the general military aspect of early 
drum corps activity, many areas were judged 
pretty much solely on how precisely they 
were performed and this involved 
using a “tick” system.

In further evolution, it also be- 
came allowable to give a group 
or number of ticks for a particular 
“mess” in a given area at a given 
moment. Ticks would be placed 
under certain areas of the performance. The 
system even had a way for a bugle judge 
to put a little mark on the tick to indicate 
whether the mark was for high-, middle- or

low-pitched horns. 
With the advent of the hand-held tape re- 
corder, the solution was found so that the 


judge could indicate the exact time and place 


of concerns and be able to commend a unit 
for particularly effective moments 
or areas. Here again, can a bugle 
judge talk and listen at the same 
time? 

Eventually, the “tick” system 
was replaced by arriving at an over- 
all score in a given area after mak- 
ing as many comments on the tapes 
as possible. Various charts were 
drawn up in the different areas of 
judging to help define which level 

of performance would fit into a given range 
of numbers and this was helpful in bringing 
a degree of standardization into the whole 
process. 


Mayor submits FY14 budget

business tax rate is $27.79 per thousand, ac- 
cording to Assessor Kevin Baldini. 

“Tm very pleased,” Cohen said following 
that announcement. He went on to state that 
the proposed budget will require no layoffs 
or cuts to services on either the town side or 
within the school department. This marks 
the second year in a row that the proposal 
fully funds the school committee’s requested 
budget. 

“The fact that we will be able to avert lay- 
offs and massive service cuts to municipal 
and school services within this budget is no 
small feat,’ Cohen wrote in a memo to city 
councilors that accompanied the proposal. 

The school department request for FY14 
includes an operating budget of $38,080,847 
—an increase of 4.36 percent over the current 
$36,488,480 appropriation — and $375,000 
in capital improvement requests. The to- 
tal proposed school department budget is 
$38,455,847, which represents a 5.39 per- 
cent increase over the current $36,488,490 
budget. 

“Education has always been a top priority 
of my administration,’ Cohen said Monday, 
May 13, during a press conference at Aga- 
wam Town Hall. 

He added that Agawam’s is one of few 
school departments in the Commonwealth 
that does not charge students for extracur-

ricular activities. 

“In difficult times diligence and coopera- 
tion is needed to minimize the impact on our 
taxpayers. I want to thank my administra- 
tion, budget team, City Council and School 
Committee for their continued efforts and 
cooperation with the FY 14 budget.” 

According to Cohen, the proposal also in- 
cludes $3,180,223 for general government, a 
2.07 decrease from the current $3,247,555; a 
public safety total of $8,934,226, a .86 per- 
cent increase over the current $8,858,316; 
and $4,905,834 for public works, just 1.11 
percent over the current $4,851,962 figure. 

Cohen said his goal while preparing the 
budget was to provide the same services for 
the community while minimizing the impact 
to taxpayers. 

Town employees, too, will be pleasantly 
surprised with this budget, he said. They 
should see a decrease in the amount they pay 
for health insurance. The benefits and insur- 
ance line item was reduced by 4.29 percent, 
$9,326,895 vs. the current $9,744,821. 

“T’m very proud of and pleased with this 
budget,” Cohen said, adding, “We do the 
same thing here all of us do at home in dif- 
ficult economic times.”

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Salon 322: More than just cutting hair 


AGAWAM — When a woman 
visits her stylist it usually isn’t just 
about a cut and blow dry. The visit 
oftentimes leads to a little one-on- 
one counseling. Since the begin- 
ning of time, clients have been 
making their stylists confidants 
and advisors. According to Maria 
Santaniello, owner and operator 
of Salon 322, a listening ear and a 
touch of compassion are as essen- 
tial to the trade as a pair of scissors 
and a flat iron. 

A resident of Agawam, Maria 
Santaniello, 26, opened her sa- 
lon in March 2010. At first it was 
just Maria and her mother, Bev- 
erly Santaniello, who oversees 
the bookkeeping for the salon. As 
her clientele grew, so, too, did her 
staff. From the start, Maria was de- 
termined to give back, encouraging 
her staff to join her in support of 
local charities. 

It wasn’t difficult to identify 
worthy causes. Most clients re- 
turn to the same stylist month after 
month, year after year. Over time, 
relationships are developed and 
struggles come to light. 

“Tt’s funny, a stylist can become 
a refuge of sorts for people needing 
a break from the daily struggles of 
life’ said Maria Santaniello, who 
admits that career success goes far 
beyond a stylist’s ability to wield a 
pair of scissors. “The skill to listen 
to the life stories of our clients, al- 
lowing them to debrief, relax and 
find common ground, results in 
lifelong relationships. Before we 
know it, we are emotionally invest- 
ed in the lives of others.” 

Tanya Pugliano, 40, also of Aga- 
wam, began visiting Salon 322 


soon after it opened. Diagnosed 
in 1999 with multiple sclerosis, 
a potentially debilitating disease, 
Pugliano was forced to begin using 
a wheelchair about four years ago. 
Each time she visits the salon, she 
is met with open arms. In fact, sa- 
lon employees meet her at her car 
and help her to her wheelchair. 

“Everyone at Salon 322 goes 
above and beyond,” said Pugliano, 
whose diagnosis came just after 
the birth of her daughter. “I get 
emotional. All the stylists mean so 
much to me.” 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Americans, like Pugliano, live 
with multiple sclerosis. The effects 
are unpredictable and can include 
numbness and tingling in the ex- 
tremities, difficulties with vision 
and speech and in severe cases, 
complete paralysis. There is no 
cure for MS. 

Last year Maria Santaniello and 
her staff, which now includes five 
additional stylists, a spray tan tech- 
nician and a nail technician, de- 
cided to honor Publiano and their 
other clients who are also battling 
MS by forming a fundraising team, 
Scissor Me Timbers, to participate 
in Bike MS. 

“Tt was almost comical,” remem- 
bered Maria Santaniello, with a 
giggle. “We arrived at the ride like 
the ragtag Jamaican bobsled team 
in the movie ‘Cool Runnings,’ 
Donned in loose-fitting tees, we 
looked around us and saw smartly 
dressed cyclists in their custom-fit 
jerseys riding shiny high-tech bi- 
cycles. Having never cycled in an 
event before, we showed up with 
our well-worn mountain bikes and 
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one-speed beach bicycles. It was 
very funny.” 

But if they didn’t look the part, 
their actions spoke loud and clear. 
In its first year, Scissor Me Timbers 
raised almost $3,500 to support the 
fight against multiple sclerosis. In 
the year that’s passed since her first 
ride, Maria Santaniello has worked 
to increase her ranks. This year’s 
team will sport 32 members, in- 
cluding Maria’s mother and father. 
Her stylists are already collecting 
donations; each has a large Mason 
jar at her station. 

The salon has also gathered 
prized recipes from clients and as- 
sembled a cookbook which will 
be published this spring. Proceeds 
from book sales will benefit the 
team’s fundraising. 

“Tt really is about giving back,” 
said Maria Santaniello, who has 
signed on to ride 25 miles — this 
year on a brand new road bike. 
“Our clients are our friends. They 
are generous and_ kindhearted. 
They make it easy to reach out and 
give back.” 

The Scissor Me Timbers team 
will saddle up for the 32nd annual 
Bike MS: Red Thread+Steelcase 
Ride on Sunday, June 2, in Wind- 
sor, Conn. The ride, which offers 
a second location in Westport, 
Conn., on June 9, attracted almost 
1,000 cyclists last year, raising 
more than $500,000. This year the 
ride is expected to raise $539,000. 
Funds raised through National MS 
Society events, such as Bike MS, 
ensure ongoing research to find 
better treatments and cure. These 
funds also provide for programs 
and services offered by the local
